The  general  supervision  of  the  Board  extends  over  the  five 
State  insane  hospitals,  the  Boston  Insane  Hospital  (munic- 
ipal), the  four  State  insane  asylums,  the  McLean  Hospital 
and  fifteen  other  private  institutions  for  the  insane,  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Hospital  for  Dipsomaniacs  and  Inebriates,  the 
Massachusetts  Hospital  for  Epileptics,  the  Massachusetts 
School  for  the  Feeble-minded  (partly  State)  and  the  Hos- 
pital Cottages  for  Children  (partly  State)  ;  the  insane  and 
feeble-minded  in  city  and  town  almshouses  and  in  private 
families  in  care  of  overseers  of  the  poor. 

The  insane  boarded  in  private  families  under  authority  of 
chapter  385,  Acts  of  1885,  come  under  the  direct  charge  of 
the  Board. 

The  interchange  of  patients  between  the  difierent  institu- 
tions under  its  supervision,  between  these  and  the  State 
Hospital  at  Tewksbury,  the  Lyman  School  for  Boys  and  the 
State  Industrial  School  for  Girls,  and  the  deportation  of 
patients  to  other  States  and  countries  where  they  belong, 
constitute  other  direct  functions  of  the  Board. 

Details  of  the  work  of  the  year  in  each  of  these  depart- 
ments are  submitted  in  later  pages  of  this  report,  to  which 
you  are  respectfully  referred.

The  average  annual  increase  of  the  insane  by  five-year 
periods  subsequent  to  Sept.  30,  1890,  the  increase  for  the 
closing  year  of  the  first  period  and  for  each  year  subsequent 
to  the  last  period,  and  the  average  annual  increase  since 
Sept.  30,  1890,  are  compared  in  Table  No.  4  :  — 
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Increase  of  the  Insane. 

The  apparent  increase  in  the  number  of  insane  persons  in 
the  State  should  not  be  confounded  with  the  actual  increase 
of  insanity.  The  former  refers  to  the  number  of  registered 
insane  (classes  A,  B,  C,  D,  E  and  F,  in  the  preceding 
tables) ,  whereas  the  latter  comprehends  both  these  and  that 
undetermined  number  of  insane  who  do  not  come  under 
official  notice  and  are  scattered  throughout  the  community 
in  their  homes  and  private  families  without  public  aid,  or 
are  found  in  institutions  classed  as  sane  inmates. 

Some  authorities  base  their  estimate  of  increase  upon  the 
number  of  insane  in  public  and  private  institutions  and  in 
private  families  in  care  of  the  State  Board,  excluding  those 
in  city  and  town  almshouses  and  in  private  families  in  care 
of  overseers  of  the  poor  (classes  C  and  E) ,  whose  number 
and  classification  are  more  or  less  indefinite. 

There  is  constant  interchange  between  the  groups  of 
registered  and  unregistered  insane.  Our  statement  of  in- 
crease indicates  only  the  number  of  insane  who  have  passed 
from  the  latter  to  the  former  group,  and  bears  no  obvious 
relation  to  the  actual  increase  of  new  cases  of  insanity.  It 
is  possible  for  the  whole  number  of  insane  in  the  State  to 
remain  stationary,  and  yet  for  the  registered  insane  to  show 
a  marked  increase. 

The  number  of  registered  insane,  and,  therefore,  the  ap- 
parent increase  of  insanity,  depend  upon  the  accuracy  and 
completeness  of  records,  the  adequacy  of  public  provision, 
the  degree  of  public  confidence  in  special  institutions  for 
such,  the  potency  of  influences  outside  of  the  family  com- 
pelling commitment,  and  the  method  and  strictness  of  clas- 
sification of  the  insane. 

Early  registration  was  very  defective,  and,  although 
steadily  improved,  has  not  yet  been  perfected. 

Special  provision  for  this  class  has  always  been  insuffi- 
cient, Ijut  a  gradually  nearer  approach  has  been  made  to  the 
full  requirement. 

Formerly,  distrust  of  institutions  was  so  great  that  pa- 
tients were  committed  Ijccause  of  necessity  alone.  Of  late, 
however,  public  confidence  and  readiness  to  entrust  depend- 
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ents  to  their  care  have  grown  rapidly.  A  notal)le  illustra- 
tion is  seen  in  the  increasing  disposition  to  commit  old 
people  whose  infirmity  follows  senile  degenerative  changes. 
If  the  average  annual  number  of  commitments  as  insane  of 
persons  aged  seventy  years  or  over  is  compared  with  the 
mean  population  of  such  persons,  by  five-yisar  periods,  since 
1880,  it  is  found  that,  whereas  such  old  persons  have  in- 
creased in  the  twenty  years  33.37  per  cent.,  their  commit- 
ments have  increased  156.81  per  cent.,  or  4.6  as  fast. 

Extending  the  comparison  to  other  classes  of  commit- 
ment, it  is  found  that,  whereas  the  mean  population  of  the 
State  has  increased  only  42.42  per  cent,  since  1880,  the 
total  commitments  of  the  insane  have  increased  86.63  per 
cent. ;  first  commitments  to  any  hospital,  78.55  per  cent.  ; 
commitments  of  the  feeble-minded  to  insane  hospitals, 
381.33  per  cent.  ;  of  insane  epileptics,  74.74  per  cent.  ;  and 
of  insane  criminals,  in  the  last  five  years,  77.14  per  cent. 

Undoubtedly  there  are  other  causes  underlying  this  ten- 
dency, but  this  is  probably  one  of  the  most  potent. 

Home  care  of  the  insane  is  the  most  difficult  of  any  class 
of  dependents,  because  they  are  most  likely  to  disturb  and 
interfere  with  the  rio;hts  and  comfort  of  neighbors  ;  but  the 
burden  of  dependence  in  general  tends  to  become  more 
onerous  on  account  of  the  natural  increase  in  density  of 
population  and  the  more  frequent  migration  from  small  to 
larger  centres.  Such  burden  is  more  easily  borne  in  coun- 
try districts,  where  living  is  cheaper,  separation  of  neigh- 
bors wider,  interference  more  avoidable,  and  tolerance  of 
eccentricities  of  conduct  greater,  than  in  cities  or  large 
towns. 

In  1880,  1  out  of  every  3.19  commitments  was  made 
from  country  districts,  but  in  1900  only  1  in  6.09.  This 
indicates  a  distinct  growth  of  adverse  conditions  in  caring 
for  the  insane  outside  of  institutions,  and  a  proportionate 
increment  to  pressure  toward  commitment,  irrespective  of 
the  wish  or  w^illingness  of  friends. 

Such  conditions  and  influences  accelerate  the  passage  from 
the  unregistered  to  the  registered  insane,  and  swell  the  num- 
bers  of  the  latter,  even  though  occurring  insanity  may  remain 
at  a  standstill. 
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Furthermore,  the  method  and  strictness  of  classification 
of  the  insane  are  of  much  importance. 

The  broad  definition  of  insanity  comprehends  congenital 
feeble-mindedness  as  well  as  acquired  disorders  of  the  brain  ; 
but  in  this  State  it  has  been  customary  to  exclude  the 
feeble-minded  in  the  enumeration  of  the  insane.  Neverthe- 
less, owing  to  limited  provision  for  the  former  and  lack  of 
discrimination  in  their  commitment,  many  of  such  feeble- 
minded are  going  to  the  insane  hospitals. 

Inasmuch  as  this  has  continued  during  the  whole  period 
under  review,  it  would  not  affect  the  rate  of  apparent  in- 
crease of  insanity,  provided  the  ratio  of  commitment  were 
unvarying.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  however,  there  has  been  a 
striking  increase  of  such  commitments,  amounting  in  the 
last  twenty  years  to  381.33  per  cent.,  as  above  stated. 

Another  source  of  apparent  increase  of  the  insane  is 
found  in  the  present  strictness  of  their  classification  in  the 
State  Hospital  at  Tewksbury.  The  general  character  of  its 
population  does  not  materially  change  from  year  to  year, 
nor,  probably,  the  proportion  of  sane  to  insane  inmates. 
Yet,  from  1891  to  1896,  the  average  annual  number  ot 
insane  persons  transferred  from  the  sane  pauper  department 
to  the  insane  asylum  wards  was  26.6,  whereas,  since  1896, 
the  number  of  such  transfers  has  averaged  84.25,  and  for 
the  past  two  years  97.  This  does  not  signify  an  increase 
of  the  insane,  but  their  fuller  registration  as  such,  by  reason 
of  more  careful  and  systematic  transfer. 

Furthermore,  there  is  no  reasonable  doubt  that  insanity 
is  more  frequently  recognized  now  than  formerly  among 
the  inmates  of  penal  and  reformatory  institutions,  as  well 
as  in  the  community  at  large.  This  appears  from  com- 
parison of  annual  first  commitments  to  the  Asylum  for 
Insane  Criminals  since  its  opening  in  1895,  to  which  practi- 
cally all  cases  of  insanity  developing  among  prisoners  in 
such  institutions  have  been  sent.  Up  to  1899,  the  average 
annual  number  of  such  commitments  was  27.6;  in  1899, 
41;  in  1900,  62,  —  notwithstanding  that  the  whole  number 
of  criminals  in  the  State  under  the  supervision  of  the  Prison 
Commission  has  decreased  since  Sept.  30,  1895,  from  7,628 
to  6,769,  or  11.26  per  cent. 
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Finally,  a  forceful  auxiliary  in  this  direction  was  created 
by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  1898,  whereby  all  town 
settlements  not  wholly  acquired  subsequently  to  May  1, 
1860,  were  lost,  as  provided  in  section  2,  chapter  425  of 
the  Acts  of  that  year,  namely  :  — 

.  .  .  All  settlements  not  fully  acquired  subsequent  to  the  first 
day  of  May  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty  are  hereby 
defeated  and  declared  to  be  lost,  except  where  the  existence  of 
such  settlement  prevented  a  subsequent  acquisition  of  settlement 
in  the  same  place :  provided,  that  whenever  a  settlement  acquired 
by  marriage  has  been  thus  defeated,  the  former  settlement  of  the 
wife,  if  not  defeated  by  the  same  provision,  shall  be  thereby 
revived.  All  persons  absent  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts for  ten  years  in  succession  shall  lose  their  settlement. 

Thus,  certain  town  charges  have  been  transferred  to  State 
support,  and  have  immediately  appeared  in  our  enumeration 
of  the  insane  by  commitment  to  institutions. 

The  above  considerations  justify  the  conclusion  :  — 

1.  That  the  increase  of  registered  insane  does  not  neces- 
sarily imply  an  increase  of  occurring  insanity  out  of  pro- 
portion to  the  growth  of  population. 

2.  That  the  rate  of  increase  of  occurring  insanity  is  cer- 
tainly much  less  than  the  apparent  increase  of  the  insane. 

3.  That  there  is  a  marked  and  growing  tendency  to  com- 
mit all  classes,  of  the  insane  to  institutions,  especially  in 
the  case  of  old  people,  of  the  feeble-minded  and  of  criminals. 

4.  That  a  thorough  inquiry  into  the  specific  causes  of 
such  tendency  should  be  instituted  as  soon  as  possible. 

Accumulation  of  the  Insane  in  Public  Institutions. 

Notwithstanding  the  operation  of  such  causes  toward  the 
appearance  of  the  insane  in  public  institutions,  there  would 
still  be  no  accumulation  therein  if  the  rate  of  discharge  were 
equal  to  that  of  admission.  Unfortunately  the  reverse  is 
true,  although  we  cannot  at  this  time  enter  into  a  thorough 
discussion  of  this  subject. 

By  reference  to  Table  No.  4,  page  21,  Total  A,  B,  it  will 
be  seen  that  such  average  annual  accumulation  from  1890  to 
1895  was  219.8;  from  1895  to   1900,   377.6;    from  1890 
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to  1900,  298.7.  Therefore,  we  may  fairly  assume  that  the 
minimum  annual  rate  of  accumulation  of  the  insane  in  public 
institutions  for  whom  yearly  provision  should  be  made,  for 
the  present  at  least,  is  300. 

There  were,  on  Oct.  1,  1900,  7,417  insane  patients  in 
public  hospitals  and  asylums.  Of  these,  1,016,  or  13.7  per 
cent.,  were  sleeping  on  cot  beds  made  up  each  night  in  the 
corridors  and  day  rooms.  Such  overcrowding  of  day  spaces 
tends  to  cause  excitement  of  patients  and  bad  hygienic  con- 
ditions. Furthermore,  these  cot  beds  must  be  removed 
each  morning  and  stowed  away  for  the  day.  Thus,  pro- 
miscuous handling  and  mixing  of  bedding,  which  oftentimes 
has  been  soiled  by  excreta,  are  unavoidable,  and  open  up  an 
avenue  for  spreading  contagion  whenever  infectious  disease 
invades  an  institution,  especially  dangerous  among  the  in- 
sane, in  whom  disease  may  be  masked  and  not  easily  recog- 
nized or  o;uarded  against.  If  the  work  of  removal  and 
storage  of  bedsteads  is  carelessly  done  by  patients,  great 
marring  of  floors,  door  casings  and  interior  walls  and  break- 
age of  the  beds  themselves  result.  If  it  were  done  carefully 
by  nurses  alone,  considerable  additional  work  would  be 
thrown  upon  them,  which  would  increase  the  amount  of  paid 
-service.  In  our  judgment,  adequate  and  permanent  sleep- 
ing space  should  be  furnished  to  each  patient.  The  State 
care  act  (chapter  451,  Acts  of  1900)  provides  that  the  State 
shall  assume,  on  Jan.  1,  1904,  the  support,  and,  so  far  as 
possible,  the  care,  of  the  insane  who  may  be  in  city  and 
town  almshouses.  This  class  now  numbers  about  900. 
Therefore,  if  it  should  become  the  policy  of  the  State  to 
reduce  overcrowding  by  100  each  year  and  provide  for  the 
annual  increase  of  the  insane  (about  300),  there  would  be 
need  of  additional  provision  for  at  least  400  patients  each 
year  for  the  present. 

General  Principles  of  Extension  of  Provision. 

This  necessity  was  foreseen  from  the  investigations  made 
by  us  in  the  preparation  of  our  special  report  to  the  Legis- 
lature of  1900,  wherein  we  endeavored  to  outline  a  compre- 
hensive system  of  care  of  the  insane,  whose  "  basic  principles 
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should  not  only  meet  the  present  need,  but  anticipate  the 
requirements  of  an  increasing  number  of  the  insane,  in  order 
that  a  harmonious  system  might  be  established,  capable  of 
extension  to  any  limit  and  flexible  to  any  demand  that  might 
be  made  upon  it." 

Its  gradual  and  progressive  development  was  insisted 
upon,  inasmuch  as  time  and  deliberation  are  required  to 
plan  and  economically  construct  buildings  suited  to  the 
needs  of  the  different  classes  of  such.  It  should  be  carried 
forward  steadily,  under  the  direction  of  permanent  boards 
of  trustees  and  superintendents,  thus  allowing  small  appro- 
priations at  any  one  time  to  a  single  board,  careful  planning, 
strict  oversight  by  State  and  local  authorities,  and  annual 
visits  of  the  Governor  and  Council  and  committees  of  the 
Legislature. 

Such  method  cannot  be  pursued  if  the  present  overcrowd- 
ing in  institutions  for  the  insane  is  allowed  to  proceed 
beyond  the  limit  of  endurance  before  additional  steps  are 
taken  to  avert  it,  and  the  exigency  will  arise  for  precipitate 
action  in  establishing  a  new  and  large  institution.  Therefore 
we  earnestly  recommend  the  policy  of  gradual  extension,  to 
provide  for  about  400  patients  each  year  for  the  present,  along 
the  lines  indicated  in  the  special  report  above  referred  to. 

The  fundamental  principle  of  such  system  is  one  of  classi- 
fication, mainly  into  three  groups  :  — 

(a)  The  acute  and  curable  insane. 

(6)  The  chronic  insane  of  the  custodial  class,  who  require 
strict  supervision  and  restraint  for  the  protection  of  them- 
selves and  the  public ;  and  of  the  infirmary  class,  both  of 
which  are  suitable  for  care  on  a  plan  having  a  compact  ar- 
rangement of  buildings. 

(c)  The  colony  class  of  chronic,  able-bodied  insane,  who 
are  capable  of,  or  may  be  taught  to  do,  some  useful  work 
toward  self-support,  and  can  safely  be  allowed  greater 
liberty  and  more  homelike  conditions.  ^ 

It  is  evident  that  each  of  these  classes  requires  a  special 
organization,  a  distinct  type  of  ofiicer  and  a  peculiar  con- 
struction and  arrangement  of  buildings  of  variable  cost. 
Hence  their  separation  and  care  in  separate  institutions,  or 
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practically  independent  parts  of  the  same  institution,  so  far 
as  practicable  under  existing  conditions  and  with  due  regard 
to  the  claims  of  locality,  tends  to  effect :  — 

1.  Better  treatment  of  the  curable  insane. 

2.  Greater  simplicity  of  organization  and  administration 
of  institutions. 

3.  The  most  appropriate  and  economical  construction 
and  equipment,  by  the  gradual  withdrawal  of  suitable 
chronic  patients  and  other  persons  into  institutions  or  build- 
ings which  may  be  less  massive  and  costly  in  construction 
and  less  expensively  equipped  and  organized  than  is  re- 
quired to  do  curative  or  custodial  work. 

The  first  step  in  carrying  forward  such  a  policy  was 
recommended  by  us  to  the  Legislature  of  1900,  and  endorsed 
by  the  establishment  of  the  State  Colony  for  the  Insane. 
This  was  intended  to  take,  primarily,  those  patients  of  the 
colony  class  who  had  no  friends,  whose  friends  had  lost 
interest  in  them,  or  who  might  properly  be  removed  from 
their  present  locations  after  due  consideration  of  the  claims 
of  locality,  which  justly  demand  nearness  of  patients  to 
friends,  so  far  as  practicable.  This  colony  can  receive 
about  100  patients  yearly  for  some  length  of  time,  but 
should  not  be  pressed  to  take  them  so  rapidly  and  in  such 
numbers  as  to  endanger  the  carrying  out  of  the  principles 
of  self-help  and  gradual  growth,  which  are  essential  to  its 
best  development. 

In  determining  whether  further  provision  for  the  colony 
class  or  other  chronic  cases  should  be  made  in  new  centres 
or  in  connection  with  existing  institutions,  various  con- 
siderations should  be  weighed. 

The  claims  of  locality  are  just  and  right,  and  should  be 
fully  and  cheerfully  met,  so  far  as  they  are  consistent  with 
the  welfare  of  the  patient,  his  proper  environment,  reason- 
able economy  in  his  care  and  treatment  and  medical  super- 
' vision.  The  satisfaction  of  such  just  claims  may  in  the 
future  necessitate  the  establishment  of  other  colony  centres, 
to  receive  not  only  the  strictly  colony  class,  but  perhaps 
troublesome  types  of  chronic  cases  who  can  be  cared  for 
according  to  the  general  plan  of  a  colony,  after   suitable 
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modification  to  meet  their  special  needs  ;  but  no  departure 
should  be  made  from  its  essential  principles  of  occupation, 
self-help,  economical  but  substantial  construction  of  build- 
ings, general  medical  supervision,  and  adaptation  to  give 
the  patients  all  the  freedom  and  homelike  surroundings 
which  their  condition  and  adequate  supervision  permit. 

The  extension  of  a  particular  institution  should  depend 
upon  its  size  and  facilities  for  classification.  If  it  afi'ords, 
or  can  be  made  to  aftbrd,  adequate  separation  of  the  acute 
and  curable  from  the  chronic  and  of  the  various  subdivisions 
of  chronic  cases,  and  if  it  has  not  attained  a  size  conducive 
to  the  most  economical  administration  and  support,  then 
there  is  no  objection,  but,  on  the  contrary,  every  reason  to 
desire,  the  extension  of  such  asylum  or  asylum  parts  of  a 
hospital,  so  far  as  economy  and  good  administration  require. 

Furthermore,  no  institution  should  be  deprived  of  a  suf- 
ficiency of  patients'  labor  to  carry  on  its  farm  and  the 
various  industries  which  furnish  supplies  for  its  own  use. 

In  connection  with  present  asylums  and  asylum  parts  of 
hospitals,  which  are  arranged  and  constructed  specially  for 
custodial  functions,  we  believe  that  such  work  should  be 
done,  so  far  as  possible,  and  largely,  by  the  custodial 
patients.  Their  occupation  is  more  difficult  and  demands 
greater  supervision  than  the  colony  class,  but  in  such  insti- 
tutions only  can  they  be  induced  to  work.  The  withdrawal 
of  the  quieter  and  better  class  of  workers  is  the  only  effec- 
tive stimulus  to  nurses  and  foremen  to  exert  the  necessary 
effort  in  this  direction. 

Nevertheless,  there  will  always  be  in  each  institution  a 
certain  number  of  the  colony  and  other  classes  who,  all  will 
agree,  cannot  properly  be  removed,  and  who  should  be  pro- 
vided for  where  they  are,  according  to  the  general  principles 
above  enunciated. 

Immediate  Provision  recommended. 
Therefore,  the   second  step  in  a  progressive  system  of 
care  of  the  insane  is  the  gradual  improving  and  perfecting 
of  presei],t  institutions.     To  this  end  we  approve  for  im- 
mediate action  :  — 
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1.     Buildings  for  Working  Patients. 

Large  farms  are  connected  with  all  the  State  hospitals 
and  asylums  except  the  Worcester  Asylum.  The  patients, 
who  should  largely  carry  them  on,  need  hearty  food  and 
ample  facilities  for  bathing  and  cleaning  up  after  their  day's 
labor  in  the  field  or  barn.  They  would  appreciate  and  be 
encouraged  by  quieter  surroundings  and  more  privileges 
than  the  idle,  custodial  patients  upon  the  ward,  whose 
influence  tends  to  dissuade  them  from  work.  Moreover, 
the  worker  should  be  near  the  barns  and  fields,  to  avoid 
waste  of  time. 

Therefore,  we  recommend  provision  for  working  patients 
in  detached  buildings,  so  far  as  possible. 

2.     Buildings  for  JSFurses. 

The  nurses  in  most  of  our  hospitals  and  asylums  live  in 
rooms  opening  upon  the  wards.  Thus  valuable  space, 
which  has  cost  about  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  bed,  on 
the  average,  and  which  otherwise  might  be  devoted  to  the 
use  of  patients,  is  occupied  by  those  who  could  be  provided 
with  more  suitable  accommodation  at  a  less  expense.  Be- 
sides, they  are  at  present  kept  in  almost  constant  associa- 
tion with  the  insane,  and  are  often  broken  of  their  rest  by 
noise.  Such  hardship  induces  physical  and  nervous  break- 
down, consequently  short  and  inefficient  service,  and  turns 
away  desirable  persons  whom  it  would  be  advantageous  to 
attract  to  the  institutions. 

Therefore,  we  recommend  that  nurses,  both  men  and 
women,  should  gradually  be  provided  with  living  rooms 
apart  from  the  patients,  outside  of  the  wards,  and,  so  far  as 
possible,  in  separate  buildings. 

3.  Infirmary  Buildings. 
About  14  per  cent,  of  the  insane  in  public  institutions 
are  physically  feeble.  One-half  of  these  are  confined  to  the 
bed  a  part  or  all  of  the  time.  The  others  are  able  to  be  up 
and  about  the  wards,  but  cannot  safely  mingle  -with  the 
more  vigorous  patients,  lest  they  be  injured  by  being 
knocked  or  jostled  about.     There  are  also  many  cases  of 
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acute  illness  which  require  infirmary  care  temporarily. 
Where  no  special  provision  has  been  made  for  such  cases, 
the}'"  are  gathered,  so  far  as  possible,  into  a  single  ward, 
but  sometimes  are  scattered  here  and  there  throughout  the 
institution.  Their  separation  from  the  strong  and  well  best 
affords  them  the  special  nursing  and  care-taking  which  their 
condition  necessitates. 

Therefore,  we  recommend  separate  buildings,  or  exten- 
sion of  existing  buildings,  to  provide  separate  wards  for 
the  infirmary  classes. 

Work  in  these  directions  should  be  planned  by  the  authori- 
ties of  each  institution  to  meet  their  peculiar  needs.  Its 
execution  will  necessarily  be  gradual,  but  will,  in  our  judg- 
ment, provide  the  necessary  extension  of  accommodation  for 
the  insane  for  the  coming  year,  and,  in  part,  for  several  years. 

General  Forecast  of  Work  in  Behalf  of  the  Insane. 

After  the  discussions  and  conferences  of  the  year  and 
mutual  study  of  the  various  interests  concerned  in  the  care 
of  the  insane,  our  own  thought  and  investigation  have  led 
us  to  make  the  above  recommendations,  representing,  in  our 
judgment,  the  needs  pressing  to  be  met. 

Other  work  along  the  same  lines,  but  less  clearly  defined, 
awaits  our  mutual  inquir}'"  and  final  concert  of  action.  Such 
are  the  proper  isolation  of  the  tuberculous,  the  betterment 
of  the  general  conditions  of  disturbed  patients,  the  sub- 
division and  better  classification  of  other  chronic  cases,  the 
more  complete  separation  of  the  hopeful  from  the  hopeless, 
the  gradual  withdrawal  to  appropriate  surroundings  and 
care  of  all  patients  whose  treatment  and  study  under  the 
hospital  regime  are  not  necessary  for  their  own  welfare  or 
the  advancement  of  our  knowledge  of  insanity,  —  all  aux- 
iliary to  the  main  purpose  of  all  our  endeavors  in  behalf  of 
these  unfortunates,  the  development  of  the  hospital  idea,  so 
far  as  applicable. 

These  problems  relate  to  the  welfare  of  patients  whose 
care  and  treatment  must  be  assumed  by  the  public ;  but,  in 
view  of  the  rapid  influx  of  the  insane  into  public  institu- 
tions, it  becomes  necessary  to  turn  attention,  with  equal 
zeal,  to  questions  pertaining  to  the  obligations  of  the  indi- 
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yidual  as  well  as  of  the  State,  and  to  the  fair  apportionment 
of  the  burden  of  expense  between  them. 

What  is  the  need  of  the  insane  ?  How  far  should  it  be 
met  by  the  individual,  and  how  far  by  the  public  ?  What 
measures  are  wisest  and  most  effectual  in  inducing  or  en- 
forcing the  performance  of  such  duty  ?  Upon  the  just  and 
practical  answers  to  these  questions  will  depend  our  success 
or  faihire  in  carrying  forward  this  work,  and  in  bringing  to 
our  aid  enlightened  support  and  confidence. 

Aged  Inmates  of  Public  Hospitals  and  Asylums. 

Aged  patients  are  closely  allied  to  the  infirmary  class  in 
physical  condition  and  general  requirements  of  care. 

On  Oct.  1,  1900,  in  our  public  insane  hospitals  and  asy- 
lums, exclusive  of  the  Asylum  for  Insane  Criminals  and  the 
Hospital  for  Epileptics,  the  patients  aged  sixty-five  years  or 
over  numbered  880,  —  357  men  and  523  women,  or  12.68 
per  cent,  of  their  entire  population.  Of  this  number,  127, 
or  14.43  per  cent.,  were  confined  to  the  bed ;  211,  or  23.97 
per  cent.,  were  filthy  in  their  habits;  215,  or  24.43  per 
cent.,  were  helpless,  and  had  to  be  tended  like  children; 
242,  or  27.5  per  cent.,  had  no  friends. 

During  the  thirty  years  from  1865  to  1895  the  number  of 
persons  aged  seventy  years  or  over  in  the  State  increased 
less  than  the  general  population,  but  the  relative  number  of 
commitments  of  such  old  people  to  insane  hospitals  increased 
170  per  cent. 

Comparing  the  admissions  of  such  old  persons  to  the  five 
State  hospitals,  the  State  Hospital  at  Tewksbury  and  the 
Boston  Insane  Hospital,  by  five-year  periods  since  1865,  we 
find  that  the  average  annual  admissions  of  such  constituted 
that  year  3.77  per  cent,  of  all  admissions  ;  6.23  per  cent,  in 
the  period  ending  with  1899,  8.31  per  cent,  in  1900. 

How  far  this  increasing  disposition  to  send  old  people  to  the 
insane  hospitals  may  be  explained  by  the  general  causes  under- 
lying the  growing  tendency  to  commit  all  insane  to  institu- 
tions, as  referred  to  on  pages  22  and  23  of  this  report,  and  how 
far  the  efforts  of  relatives  and  friends  to  rid  themselves  of  a 
just  burden  by  shifting  it  upon  the  public  are  successful,  are 
questions  difficult  to  determine,  and  should  be  answered  after 
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careful  investigation  of  each  case.     Such  investigation  should 
show :  — 

1.  Whether  their  mental  condition  requires  care  and  treat- 
ment in  an  insane  hospital  or  asylum. 

2.  If  so,  whether  they  are  of  sufficient  ability  to  pay  for 
their  support,  or  have  friends  or  kindred  bound  by  law  to 
maintain  them. 

3.  If  not,  the  measures  adequate  to  return  them  to  their 
homes  or  the  authorities  of  the  cities  and  towns  where  they 
belong. 

Meantime,  a  strict  enforcement  of  existing  laws  will  relieve 
any  institution  of  the  care  of  any  person  improperly  detained 
therein. 

If  arrangements  cannot  be  made  with  friends  or  relatives 
for  the  removal  of  any  such  patient,  the  hospital  trustees  may 
have  recourse  to  the  authority  provided  in  section  41,  chap- 
ter 87  of  the  Public  Statutes,  namely  :  — 

Any  two  of  the  trustees  may  also  remove  any  person  confined 
therein  to  the  city  or  town  in  which  the  judge  committing  him  cer- 
tified that  he  resided  at  the  time  of  the  order  for  commitment,  or 
to  the  place  of  his  settlement,  when  in  their  opinion  he  ceases  to 
be  dangerous  and  is  not  susceptible  of  mental  improvement  at  the 
hospital,  if  such  city  or  town  does  not  remove  him  after  reasonable 
notice  in  writing. 

If  for  any  reason  they  are  unable  to  act  thereunder,  it  be- 
comes their  duty  to  notify  the  State  Board  of  Insanity,  as 
required  by  section  17,  chapter  433,  Acts  of  1898,  namely  :  — 

The  superintendent  or  physician  in  charge  of  any  institution 
under  the  supervision  of  the  board  shall  immediately  notify  the 
said  board  if  there  is  any  question  as  to  the  propriety  of  the  com- 
mitment of  any  person  received  therein,  and  said  board  upon  such 
notification  shall  inquire  into  the  condition  of  such  patient  and 
into  the  question  of  the  propriety  of  the  commitment. 

This  Board  also  has  independent  power  of  investigation 
and  discharge,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  13, 
chapter  433,  Acts  of  1898,  namely  :  — 

The  board  shall  act  as  commissioners  of  insanity,  with  power  to 
investigate  the  question  of  the  insanity  and  condition  of  any  per- 
son committed  to  any  hospital  or  asylum  for  the  insane,  public  or 
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private,  or  restrained  of  his  liberty  by  reason  of  alleged  insanity 
at  any  place  within  the  Commonwealth,  and  shall  discharge  any 
person  so  committed  or  restrained  if  in  its  opinion  such  person  is 
not  insane,  or  can  be  cared  for  after  such  discharge  without  danger 
to  others  and  with  benefit  to  himself.  .  .  . 

It  is  the  intention  of  this  Board  to  pursue  the  inquiry  into 
this  subject  further. 

Dipsomaniacs  and  Inebriates. 

By  authority  of  chapter  339,  Acts  of  1885,  commitments 
of  dipsomaniacs  and  inebriates  of  both  sexes  may  be  made 
to  State  insane  hospitals,  according  to  the  provisions  of  law, 
so  far  as  applicable,  governing  the  commitment  of  the  insane 
to  such  hospitals. 

In  the  commitment  of  an  insane  person,  it  is  discretionary 
with  the  committing  magistrate  whether  a  hearing  shall  be 
granted  to  such  person,  as  appears  from  section  12  of  chap- 
ter 87  of  the  Public  Statutes,  namely  :  — 

Said  judge  shall  see  and  examine  the  person  alleged  to  be  in- 
sane, or  state  in  his  final  order  the  reason  why  it  is  not  deemed 
necessary  or  advisable  to  do  so. 

Therefore,  the  law  at  the  present  time  allows  both  men 
and  women  who  are  subject  to  dipsomania  or  inebriety  to  be 
committed  to  an  insane  hospital  without  a  hearing. 

By  chapter  414,  Acts  of  1889,  the  Massachusetts  Hospital 
for  Dipsomaniacs  and  Inebriates  was  established  for  the  re- 
ception of  both  men  and  women.  By  chapter  158,  Acts  of 
1891,  women  were  excluded.  Thus  men  are  provided  for  in 
a  special  institution,  to  which  they  usually  go,  but  it  is  still 
necessary  to  send  women  to  an  insane  hospital. 

By  chapter  266,  Acts  of  1899,  a  judge  committing  a  dip- 
somaniac or  an  inebriate  to  the  Hospital  for  Dipsomaniacs 
and  Inebriates  must  grant  such  person  a  hearing,  unless  he 
waives  in  writing  his  right  thereto.  Inasmuch  as  this  law 
applies  only  to  commitments  to  this  institution,  it  happens 
that  a  dipsomaniac  or  an  Inebriate  of  either  sex  may  still  be 
committed  to  an  insane  hospital  without  a  hearing. 

We  therefore  recommend  that  the  provisions  of  chapter 
266,  Acts  of  1899,  be  made  applicable  to  any  dipsomaniac 
or  inebriate  who  may  be  committed  to  an  insane  hospital. 
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Summary  or  Kecommendations. 
The  recommendations  made  on  the  previous  pages  of  this 
report  are  here  summarized,  namely  :  — 

1.  That  the  State  should  adopt  the  policy  of  making  each 
year  for  the  present  provision  for  about  400  patients. 

2.  That  the  State  colony  should  be  developed  each  year 
for  the  present  to  receive  about  100  patients  of  this  number. 
Fifty  thousand  dollars  are  already  appropriated  for  this  pur- 
pose, so  that  no  appropriation  will  be  needed  this  year. 

3.  That  separate  buildings  for  working  patients  should  be 
gradually  erected  in  connection  with  each  institution  having 
a  farm. 

4.  That  provision  be  gradually  made  for  nurses  outside  of 
the  wards,  and,  so  far  as  practicable,  in  separate  buildings. 

5.  That  infirmary  buildings  be  gradually  constructed  for 
the  care  of  the  sick,  feeble  and  aged  in  connection  with  each 
institution. 

6.  That  the  provisions  of  chapter  266,  Acts  of  1899,  pro- 
viding for  a  hearing  in  the  commitment  of  dipsomaniacs  and 
inebriates  to  the  Hospital  for  Dipsomaniacs  and  Inebriates, 
should  be  made  applicable  to  the  commitment  of  such  to  in- 
sane hospitals.

1  The  sum  requested  for  salaries  exceeds  the  appropriation  of  last  year  by  $1,800,  for 
the  following  reasons:  (1)  to  increase  the  annual  salary  of  the  woman  transportation  officer 
from  $600  to  $700,  for  length  and  efficiency  of  service;  (2)  to  provide  $200  additional  for 
extra  service  for  doing  irregular  work  already  planned;  (3)  to  pay  the  salary  of  one  medical 
visitor  at  $1,500  per  annum. 

2  Our  experience  of  the  past  two  years  shows  that  the  appropriation  for  transportation 
and  medical  examination  can  be  reduced  $2,500  without  curtailing  necessary  work. 

3  The  support  for  one  year,  at  the  regular  hospital  rate  of  $3.25  per  week,  of  the  State 
patients  now  boarded  out  in  private  families,  will  amount  to  about  $6,000.  We  expect  to 
increase  the  number  during  the  coming  year  by  about  12  State  patients,  whose  maintenance, 
at  $3.25  per  week,  would  amount  to  $2,028.  If  such  increase  should  be  approved,  it  would 
be  necessary,  therefore,  to  add  $1,000  to  the  amount  appropriated  last  year. 
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Estimates  for  Special  Appropeiations  to  Institutions. 
The  Board  is  required  to  embody  in  its  annual  report  a 
properly  classified  and  tabulated  statement  of  the  estimates 
for  the  ensuing  year  for  special  appropriations  to  the  State 
institutions  under  its  supervision,  according  to  the  provisions 
of  section  4,  chapter  433,  Acts  of  1898,  namely  :  — 

The  board  shall  embody  in  its  report  a  properly  classified  and 
tabulated  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenses  of  the  said  board, 
and  of  each  of  the  several  state  institutions  under  its  supervision 
for  the  said  year,  and  a  corresponding  classified  and  tabulated 
statement  of  their  estimates  for  the  year  ensuing,  with  its  opinion 
as  to  the  necessity  or  expediency  of  appropriations  in  accordance 
with  said  estimates  ;  but  this  provision  shall  not  apply  to  estimates 
for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  said  institutions.  .  .  . 

Further,  the  Board  inspects  all  plans  and  specifications 
for  new  buildings,  extension  or  alteration  of  existing  build- 
ings involving  an  expenditure  of  more  than  $2,000,  in  com- 
pliance with  section  10  of  the  same  act,  namely  :  — 

The  board  shall  inspect  all  plans  for  new  buildings  which  are  to 
be  used  by  the  Commonwealth  as  institutions  coming  under  the 
supervision  of  the  board,  and  for  the  extension  or  alteration,  in- 
volving an  expenditure  of  more  than  two  thousand  dollars,  of  ex- 
isting buildings  which  are  to  be  or  are  already  so  used.  No  such 
new  building  shall  be  erected  and  no  such  extension  or  alteration 
shall  be  hereafter  made  unless  the  plan  and  specifications  for  the 
same  have  been  first  approved  by  the  board. 

Preliminary  to  the  granting  by  the  Legislature  of  an  ap- 
propriation for  such  purpose,  this  statute  imposes  upon  the 
Board  the  duty  of  investigating  the  nature  of  the  proposed 
work,  as  well  as  the  general  plan  and  method  of  its  execu- 
tion, in  order  to  determine  :  — 

1 .  Whether  the  particular  institution  stands  in  need  thereof. 

2.  Whether  immediate  action  is  advisable. 

3.  What  should  be  the  reasonable  cost  thereof. 

After  the  Legislature  has  authorized  such  an  appropria- 
tion, the  Board  examines  the  final  plans  and  specifications

according  to  which  it  is  to  be  expended,  and  signifies  its  ap- 
proval before  the  work  can  be  lawfully  undertaken.  Such 
approval  involves  :  — 

1.  Satisfactory  plans  and  specifications. 

2.  The  submission  of  actual  bids  from  reliable  contractors, 
showing  that  the  work  can  be  fully  completed  within  the 
limits  of  the  appropriation  available  therefor. 

The  Worcester  Insane  Asylum  and  the  Hospital  Cottages 
for  Children  do  not  petition  this  year  for  any  appropriation. 
The  estimates  of  the  other  institutions  for  appropriations 
other  than  for  current  expenses  are  classified  and  tabulated 
as  follows :  —

Review  of  the  Year. 

New  Legislation. 
General  legislation  relative  to  the  insane  was  enacted  by 
the  Legislature  of  1900,  as  follows  :  — 

[Acts  of  1900,  Chapter  451.] 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  Care  of  the  Insane  by  the  State 
Board  of  Insanity  and  to  establish  the  State  Colony 
FOR  the  Insane. 

Be  it  enacted.,  etc,  as  follows : 

Section  1.  The  Commonwealth,  from  and  after  the  first  day 
of  January  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  four,  shall,  by  the 
officers  and  boards  authorized  thereto,  have  the  care,  control  and 
treatment  of  all  insane  persons  who  are  now  cared  for  by  the  Com- 
monwealth, or  by  any  city  or  town,  or  by  any  board  of  officers 
thereof,  or  who  may  be  committed  to  the  institutions  of  the  Com- 
monwealth established  by  law  for  the  care  of  the  insane  ;  and  no 
city  or  town  shall  hereafter  establish  any  asylum  or  other  institu- 
tion for  the  care  of  the  insane,  nor  after  said  date  maintain  any 
such  institution  or  be  liable  for  the  board,  care,  treatment  or  act 
of  any  insane  person.  As  soon  as  practicable  after  the  first  day 
of  January  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  four  the  state  board  of 
insanity  may  transfer  all  insane  persons  who  are  cared  for  by 
the  Commonwealth  or  by  any  city  or  town  or  by  any  board  of 
officers  thereof,  and  who  are  not  cared  for  in  any  hospital,  asylum 
or  receptacle  maintained  by  the  Commonwealth,  to  such  hospital, 
asylum  or  receptacle  so  maintained,  as  the  said  board  of  insanity 
may  deem  expedient ;  but  nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  be 
held  to  prevent  the  state  board  of  insanity  from  placing  insane 
persons  at  board  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  law. 

Section  2.  The  hospitals  now  or  hereafter  established  and 
maintained  by  the  city  of  Boston  for  the  board,  care  and  treatment 
of  the  insane,  and  all  insane  persons  who  have  a  settlement  in  said 
city,  shall  be  excepted  from  the  operation  of  this  act  and  shall  be 
and  remain  under  the  operation  of  the  existing  acts  relating  to 
insane  persons  ;  and  the  bills  for  the  board,  care  and  treatment  of 
patients  in  said  liospitals,  from  and  after  said  first  day  of  January, 
at  the  rate  of  three  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents  per  week,  or  as 
hereafter  fixed  by  the  legislature,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Common- 
wealth, except  the  bills  of  patients  who,  or  whose  kindred  bound 
by  law  to  support  such  patients,  are  of  sufficient  ability  to  pay  for 
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such  board,  care  and  treatment  as  determined  by  the  board  having 
charge  of  said  hospitals. 

Section  3.  The  state  board  of  insanity  is  hereby  authorized, 
with  the  approval  of  the  governor  and  council,  in  the  name  and 
behalf  of  the  Commonwealth,  to  take,  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  a 
tract  of  farming  or  other  land,  suitable  in  its  judgment  for  the 
establishment  of  a  receptacle  for  the  care,  custody  and  control  of 
the  insane.  Said  tract  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  fifteen  hun- 
dred nor  more  than  twenty-five  hundred  acres,  and  may  include 
buildings  or  other  chattels  thereon.  In  the  event  of  the  taking  of 
said  lands  and  buildings  by  the  said  board  the  board  shall  file  in 
the  registry  of  deeds  for  the  county  and  district  within  which  the 
said  lands  and  buildings  are  situated,  a  description  of  the  lands 
and  buildings  so  taken,  with  a  statement,  signed  by  said  board  or 
a  majority  thereof,  that  the  same  are  taken  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the  Commonwealth ;  and  the 
act  and  time  of  filing  thereof  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  act  and 
time  of  the  taking  of  such  lands  and  buildings,  and  shall  be  a 
sufficient  notice  to  all  persons  that  the  same  have  been  so  taken. 
The  title  to  all  the  lands  and  buildings  so  taken  shall  vest  abso- 
lutely in  the  Commonwealth  and  its  assigns  forever.  The  Com- 
monwealth shall  be  liable  to  pay  all  damages  sustained  by  the 
owners  of  such  lands  or  buildings  by  reason  of  the  taking  thereof. 
Said  state  board  shall  have  full  power,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  governor  and  council,  to  settle  by  agreement  or  arbitration  the 
value  of  the  lands  and  buildings  taken  as  afoi'esaid  ;  and  if  not  so 
settled  the  value  shall  be  assessed  by  a  jury  at  the  bar  of  the 
superior  court  for  the  county  in  which  the  lands  and  buildings  are 
situated,  upon  petition,  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  said 
court  by  the  persons  owning  said  lands  and  buildings,  within  one 
year  after  such  taking  and  not  afterward. 

Section  4.  When  the  state  board  of  insanity  shall  have  acquired 
for  the  Commonwealth  the  tract  of  land  authorized  by  the  third 
section  of  this  act  to  be  purchased  or  taken  as  a  receptacle  for  the 
insane,  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council, 
'shall  appoint  a  board  of  seven  trustees,  two  of  whom  may  be 
women,  in  which  board  shall  be  vested  the  government  and  man- 
agement of  such  receptacle,  with  the  same  powers  and  duties  as 
are  prescribed  in  chapter  eighty-seven  of  the  Public  Statutes  and 
all  acts  in  amendment  thereof  ;  and  the  provisions  of  said  chapter 
and  of  any  such  acts  in  amendment  thereof,  so  far  as  the  same  are 
applicable,  shall  apply  to  the  management  of  said  receptacle. 

Section  5.  The  receptacle  for  the  insane  established  by  this 
act  shall  be  known  as  the  State  Colony  for  the  Insane  ;    and  the 
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trustees  thereof  shall  be  a  corporation,  for  the  purpose  of  taking 
and  holding  by  them  and  their  successors  in  trust  for  the  Com- 
monwealth any  grant  or  devise  of  land,  or  any  gift  or  bequest  of 
money,  or  other  personal  property,  made  for  the  use  of  the  institu- 
tion of  which  they  are  trustees,  and  for  the  purpose  of  preserving 
and  investing  the  same  or  the  proceeds  thereof  in  notes  or  bonds 
secured  by  sufficient  mortgages  or  other  securities,  with  all  the 
powers  necessary  to  carry  said  purposes  into  effect ;  and  they  shall 
have  authority  to  expend  any  gift  or  bequest,  or  any  part  thereof, 
in  the  erection  of  new  buildings  on  the  land  belonging  to  said 
colony  :  provided,  that  all  such  buildings  shall  belong  to  the  colony 
and  be  managed  as  a  part  thereof. 

Section  6.  The  trustees  shall  be  removable  only  for  sufficient 
cause,  and  their  term  of  office  shall  be  for  five  years  ;  but  of  those 
first  appointed  one  member  shall  hold  office  for  five  years,  two  for 
four  years,  one  for  three  years,  two  for  two  years  and  one  for  one 
year,  from  the  first  Wednesday  in  February  following  the  acquisi- 
tion by  the  Commonwealth  of  the  tract  for  the  state  colony  for  the 
insane.  Said  trustees  shall  upon  their  appointment  proceed  to 
obtain  plans  and  to  construct  such  buildings  as  may  be  required 
for  the  establishment  of  a  farming  colony  for  the  insane  ;  and  shall 
appoint  a  superintendent,  who  shall  be  a  physician,  and  such  other 
officers  and  assistants  as  may  be  required.  They  shall  submit  all 
plans  for  buildings  to  the  state  board  of  insanity,  as  provided  by 
section  ten  of  chapter  four  hundred  and  thirty-three  of  the  acts  of 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight ;  and  the  state  board 
of  insanity  shall  exercise  the  supervision  over  the  colony  established 
by  this  act  provided  for  by  section  nine  of  said  chapter  four  hun- 
dred and  thirty-three  ;  and  all  the  provisions  of  said  chapter  that 
may  be  applicable  are  hereby  extended  to  said  colony. 

Section  7.  To  meet  the  expenses  to  be  incurred  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  the  state  board  of  insanity  may  expend  a 
sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  in  acquiring  the 
land,  buildings  and  chattels  provided  for  in  section  three  of  this 
act ;  and  a  sum  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars  may  be  ex- 
pended under  the  direction  of  the  trustees  provided  for  in  section 
four  of  this  act,  for  repairs  of  such  buildings  as  may  be  acquired 
under  section  three  of  this  act,  and  for  the  construction  of  new 
buildings  and  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  colony  for  the 
insane. 

Section  8.  As  soon  as  the  colony  provided  for  by  this  act  is 
ready  for  the  reception  of  patients  the  trustees  shall  give  notice  to 
the  governor,  who  shall  make  proclamation  that,  upon  a  given  day, 
the  said  colony  will  be  opened  for  the  reception  of  patients ;  and 
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thereafter  the  state  board  of  insanity  shall,  in  its  discretion,  trans- 
fer from  the  state  insane  hospitals  and  asylums,  and  from  the  state 
hospital,  to  said  colony,  such  of  the  chronic  insane  as  are  in  its 
judgment  the  most  suitable  to  be  so  transferred  ;  and  after  the  first 
day  of  January  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  four,  the  said 
board  may  transfer  and  remove  to  such  state  hospitals,  state  asy- 
lums, state  hospital,  the  hospital  for  epileptics,  or  the  colony  for 
the  insane,  as  it  may  deem  proper,  all  of  the  insane  in  any  alms- 
house or  other  receptacle  not  maintained  or  controlled  by  the 
Commonwealth  ;  and  the  state  board  of  insanity  shall  have  power, 
in  its  discretion,  to  transfer  insane  patients  to  and  from  the  state 
colony  for  the  insane  and  the  other  hospitals,  asylums  or  recepta- 
cles for  the  insane  maintained  or  controlled  by  the  Commonwealth. 
Section  9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [_Ap- 
proved  July  11,  1900. 

[Acts  of  1900,  Chapter  350.] 

An  Act  relative  to  the   Commitment   of   Insane   Persons   to 
Insane  Asylums. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  foUoios  : 

Section  1.  A  person  applying  for  the  commitment  or  for  the 
admission  of  an  insane  person  to  a  state  insane  hospital  under  the 
provisions  of  chapter  eighty-seven  of  the  Public  Statutes,  or  for 
commitment  of  a  dipsomaniac  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  three 
hundred  and  thirty-nine  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  eighty-five,  or  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  four  hundred 
and  fourteen  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
nine,  shall  first  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor 
of  the  place  where  the  insane  person  or  dipsomaniac  resides,  ex- 
cept that  in  the  city  of  Boston  such  notice  shall  be  given  to  the 
institutions  registrar,  and  also  to  the  chairman  of  the  insane 
hospital  trustees,  of  his  intention  to  make  such  application  ;  and 
satisfactory  evidence  that  such  notice  has  been  given  shall  be  pro- 
duced to  the  justice  in  cases  of  commitment.  But  this  act  shall 
not  apply  to  cases  provided  for  in  section  one  of  chapter  four 
hundred  and  thirty-eight  of  the  acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-eigbt. 

Section  2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [Ap- 
proved May  25,  1900. 

The  State  Board. 

The  Board  regrets  to  record  the  resignation  of  Hon. 
Edward  S.  Bradford,  one  of  its  original  members,  in  con- 
sequence of  his  election  as  Treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth. 
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His  long  experience  in  public  life  and  executive  work,  his 
tact,  courtesy  and  foresight,  were  of  the  greatest  value  in 
organizing  and  shaping  the  policy  of  the  new  board.  The 
following  resolutions  were  unanimously  adopted  :  — 

Hesolved,  That  the  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Insanity, 
while  congratulating  their  fellow  member,  Mr.  Bradford,  upon  his 
election  to  a  position  of  honor  and  responsibility,  regret  exceed- 
ingly that  it  necessitates  his  withdrawal  from  the  Board.  Having 
entered  with  the  other  members  upon  new  and  untried  duties  in  a 
difficult  field  of  labor,  we  desire  to  express  our  appreciation  of  the 
great  ability  with  which  he  has  discharged  those  duties  ;  and 

Resolved,  That  in  parting  with  him  we  recall  with  satisfaction 
the  pleasant  official  relations  existing  between  us. 

Hon.  Albert  L.  Harwood  of  Newton  Centre  was  appointed 
his  successor  by  Governor  Crane. 

The  Board  has  met  regularly  upon  the  second  Wednesday 
of  each  month,  and  has  also  held  twenty-three  special  meet- 
ings, usually  having  a  fortnightly  and  frequently  a  weekly 
meeting. 

Twenty-nine  special  investigations  have  been  made  with 
reference  to  the  mental  condition  or  treatment  of  patients  in 
institutions,  almshouses  or  private  families,  at  the  request  of 
the  various  parties  interested. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  new  buildings,  or  additions 
and  alterations  to  existing  buildings,  have  been  examined 
and  approved,  as  follows  :  — 

Oct.  11,  1899,  building  for  chapel,  gymnasium  and  hydro- 
therapeutic  treatment  at  the  Hospital  for  Dipsomaniacs  and 
Inebriates. 

Nov.  8,  1899,  new  building  for  patients  at  the  Asylum  for 
Insane  Criminals. 

April  25,  1900,  three  cottages  at  the  Templeton  colony  of 
the  School  for  F'eeble-minded. 

May  31,  1900,  infirmary  building,  two  infirmary  cottages, 
cottage  for  sane  women,  kitchen  and  dining-room  building 
and  boiler  house  at  the  Hospital  for  Epileptics. 

July  25,  1900,  alterations  and  additions  to  the  basement 
under  the  North  Johonnot  building,  providing  for  a  dining- 
room  for  women  patients,  at  the  Worcester  Asylum. 
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Aug.  8,  1900,  new  laundry  building  for  Danvers  Hospital. 

Sept.  12,  1900,  farmer's  cottage  at  the  Templeton  colony 
of  the  School  for  Feeble-minded. 

Sept.  12,  1900,  additions  and  alterations  in  the  laundry 
building  and  boiler  house  at  the  Worcester  Hospital. 

Sept.  12,  1900,  for  reconstructing  and  extending  the  heat- 
ing system,  including  the  purchase  of  a  new  boiler,  improv- 
ing the  lighting  system  and  making  an  addition  to  the  boiler 
house  for  a  new  dynamo  room  at  the  Hospital  Cottages  for 
Children. 

Licenses  to  maintain  private  institutions  for  the  care  and 
treatment  of  the  insane  have  been  granted,  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  Board,  to  Simeon  O.  Pilling,  M.D.,  of 
Newburyport,  and  to  J.  Frank  Perry,  M.D.,  of  the  Blue 
Hills  Sanitarium,  at  Milton. 

The  usual  visits  of  inspection  to  institutions  have  been  made 
by  the  Board,  in  addition  to  one  hundred  and  fifty-three  such 
visits  by  its  executive  oflScer  and  deput}'  executive  officer. 

Two  conferences  with  the  trustees  of  the  different  institu- 
tions under  supervision  have  been  held  for  the  consideration 
of  matters  of  mutual  interest.  At  the  conference  of  Dec.  7, 
1899,  the  subject  for  discussion  was  "Estimates  for  special 
appropriations  to  State  institutions,  in  accordance  with  sec- 
tion 4  of  chapter  433  of  the  Acts  of  1898  ;  "  at  that  of  June 
11,  1900,  "  The  proposed  method  of  expenditure  in  certain 
State-institutions." 

The  Public  Institutions. 
The  diflFerent  institutions  have  been  well    managed,  and 
their  condition  is  generally  satisfactory. 

General  Health. 

The  physical  health  of  patients  and  others  has  been  good, 
as  a  rule.  The  exceptions  appear  to  have  been  due  to  causes 
originating  in  outside  conditions.  The  annual  epidemic  of 
influenza  invaded  most  of  the  institutions,  as  usual. 

At  the  Worcester  Hospital,  which  has  been  exempt  for 
over  ten  years  from  any  serious  epidemic,  diphtheria  ap- 
peared almost  simultaneously  on  the  male  and  female  wards, 
in  the  centre  building  and  at  the  farmhouse.     The  first  case

was  observed  Nov.  30,  1899,  in  an  attendant  on  the  male 
wards.  A  week  later  two  of  the  junior  assistant  physicians, 
the  wife  of  the  assistant  superintendent  and  one  of  the 
female  nurses  were  attacked,  without  having  come  in  con- 
tact in  any  way  with  the  first  case.  A  day  later  one  of  the 
servants  at  the  farmhouse,  who  had  been  only  forty- eight 
hours  on  the  place,  came  down  with  the  disease.  All  the 
cases  were  properly  isolated,  and  every  precaution  taken 
against  infection.  Antitoxine  was  employed  in  treatment, 
and  administered  in  immunizing  doses  to  all  who  had  been 
exposed  to  the  disease.  Of  the  twenty-seven  cases,  two 
men  and  seven  women  were  patients,  eleven  men  and  seven 
women  were  officers  and  employees.  The  disease  ran  a  mild 
course  ;  there  were  no  deaths. 

At  the  Taunton  Hospital,  as  in  previous  years,  malaria 
has  prevailed  to  a  considerable  extent.  Eighty-two  patients 
and  twenty-two  nurses  and  employees,  or  about  ten  per 
cent,  of  the  entire  population  of  the  institution,  suffered 
from  it.  The  type  has  been  more  severe  than  in  previous 
years,  and  less  amenable  to  treatment.  An  equal  prevalence 
of  the  disease  was  observed  in  the  city  of  Taunton,  owing, 
perhaps,  to  the  digging  up  of  the  streets  in  putting  in  a 
sewerage  system.  The  small  pond  and  river  just  in  the 
rear  of  the  hospital,  which  are  polluted  by  the  sewage 
emptied  into  the  stream  as  it  flows  through  the  city  in  a 
tortuous  course,  were  drawn  down  to  a  low  level  frequently 
during  the  spring  and  summer,  and  may  have  been  a  factor 
in  causation. 

At  the  Northampton  Hospital  the  epidemic  of  typhoid 
fever,  which  began  in  September,  1899,  continued  into 
December.  Several  mild  cases  have  occurred  at  intervals 
since.  Fifty-three  patients  and  twenty-four  employees  were 
thus  afflicted ;  two  nurses  and  seven  patients  died ;  one 
other  patient  died  in  epileptic  status  while  suflering  from  the 
disease.  The  State  Board  of  Health,  at  the  request  of  the 
trustees,  investigated  the  origin  of  the  epidemic,  and  is  of 
the  opinion  that  its  source  was  the  celery  grown  upon  beds 
fertilized  from  sewerage  areas  which  had  been  infected  with 
typhoid  bacilli.  Some  time  before  the  outbreak  of  this 
epidemic  an  assistant  physician  w^as  attacked  with  typhoid 
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fever  soon  after  returning  from  a  vacation,  and  was  treated 
at  the  hospital. 

A  considerable  number  of  cases  of  malarial  fever  occurred 
in  the  spring  and  summer  months,  although  in  the  last  ten 
years  there  have  been  but  two  or  three.  They  have  been  of 
mild  character,  and  have  yielded  readily  to  treatment. 

At  the  Danvers  Hospital  much  attention  has  been  given  to 
the  detection  and  study  of  tuberculosis.  The  superintend- 
ent says,  in  his  annual  report:  "The  presence  upon  our 
wards  of  cases  of  tuberculosis,  with  active  lesions  and  pro- 
fuse sputum,  is  a  serious  menace  to  the  non-tubercular,  and 
cannot  be  viewed  without  apprehension ;  yet  under  the 
present  conditions  there  is  no  other  means  of  caring  for  our 
tubercular  cases  except  in  the  wards,  in  close  contact  with 
the  non-tubercular."  Equal  danger  pertains  to  all  the  other 
institutions,  and  has  been  a  source  of  anxiety  and  thought 
for  some  time.  We  agree  that  the  subject  deserves  the  most 
serious  consideration,  and  is  a  matter  presenting  many  diffi- 
culties in  its  satisfactory  solution. 

At  the  Worcester  Asylum,  those  patients  who  require 
special  nursing  on  account  of  mental  or  physical  infirmity 
have  been  gathered  into  one  ward,  which  is  provided  with 
special  day  and  night  service. 

At  the  Medfield  Asylum,  the  superintendent  notes  a  dis- 
tinct improvement  in  the  general  health  of  the  patients  and 
a  smaller  proportion  of  the  bedridden. 

Medical  Work  and  Treatment. 

Within  a  comparatively  short  period,  important  advances 
have  been  made  in  the  methods  and  quality  of  medical  work 
in  our  hospitals,  following  an  increase  of  the  regular  staff  of 
assistant  physicians,  the  addition  of  special  pathologists  and 
of  medical  internes  or  junior  assistant  physicians. 

Formerly  an  assistant  physician  in  a  State  hospital  for  the 
insane  was  burdened  by  the  daily  routine  of  administrative 
duties,  so  that  he  found  little  time  for  more  than  a  superficial 
study  of  his  patients  clinically,  and  fewer  opportunities  for 
acquiring  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  literature  of  insanity. 

Although  an  adequate  equipment  for  the  satisfactory  study 
of  the  wealth  of  clinical  and  laboratory  material  to  be  found 
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in  such  hospitals  has  not  been  attained,  yet  substantial  prog- 
ress has  been  made  in  this  direction,  as  may  be  seen  from  a 
comparative  statement  of  the  number  of  such  workers  ten 
years  ago  and  at  present :  — 
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The  recent  employment  of  stenographers  has  relieved  the 
assistant  physicians  of  much  clerical  work,  while  a  larger 
corps  of  better  trained  nurses  has  freed  them  from  many 
minor  duties. 

Although  the  medical  work  in  the  different  State  hospitals 
has  not  been  equally  developed,  the  general  trend  is  toward 
the  methods  of  the  Worcester  Hospital,  which  are  represent- 
ative of  the  highest  type.  Here  it  is  put  in  the  immediate 
charge  of  the  director  of  clinical  work  and  of  laboratory,  who 
thus  describes  his  organization  and  aims  :  — 

The  general  arrangement  of  the  work  has  been  changed  in  sev- 
eral respects.  The  daily  staff  meetings  have  been  abandoned,  and 
the  time  gained  has  been  mainly  devoted  to  a  more  extended 
observation  and  examination  of  the  patients  on  the  four  services. 
The  four  floors  of  the  hospital  have  been  divided  into  two  services 
on  both  the  male  and  female  side.     The  ground  floor  remains  the 
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chief  admission  ser%'ice ;  the  second  floor  becomes  a  second  admis- 
sion service,  mainly  for  the  chronic  cases.  The  physician  in  charge 
of  the  second  admission  service  is  furtlier  responsible  for  the  third 
and  fourth  floors,  with  the  asylum  cases,  the  junior  assistant  of 
the  second  admission  service  taking  practically  the  work  of  the 
fourth  floor,  so  as  to  relieve  the  senior  somewhat.  The  four  junior 
assistants  gave  all  their  time  to  clinical  work,  including  the  clinical 
laboratory  work,  which  has  been  extended  somewhat,  as  compared 
with  previous  years.  They  also  took  their  share  in  the  autopsy 
work,  whereas  the  working  up  of  the  specimens  resulting  from  the 
autopsies  passed  into  the  hands  of  a  special  laboratory  assistant, 
appointed  Jan.  1,  1900.  This  made  the  laboratory  work  much 
more  uniform  and  reliable,  —  far  more  than  in  the  previous  ^^ears, 
when  one  set  of  inexperienced  assistants  took  their  turn  of  six 
months  of  laboratory  work,  and  then  made  place  for  another  set 
of  Inexperienced  men.  The  appointment  of  a  special  laboratory 
assistant  and  of  a  druggist  has  done  much  to  make  the  work 
smoother,  and  to  bring  us  nearer  the  practical  balance  of  means 
and  aims  asked  for  in  the  last  report.  .  .  .  The  fundamental 
principle  which  underlies  our  own  efforts  towards  the  improvement 
of  psychiatry,  and  distinguishes  them  from  the  methods  adopted 
in  practically  all  the  other  places,  is  this,  that  we  are  not  satisfied 
with  a  scientific  department  simply,  grafted  somewhere  in  the  tra- 
ditional asylum,  but  seek  the  growth  of  the  whole  hospital  idea,  in 
conformity  with  the  principles  of  modern  medicine.   .   .   • 

There  seems  to  be  a  general  idea  that  what  is  to  be  demanded  of 
the  hospitals  for  the  insane  is  "special  investigations."  That 
such  studies  have  been  made  will  be  seen  presently.  These  aie 
partly  given  as  preliminary  accounts  of  experience  sufficiently 
mature  to  warrant  publication,  and  are  partly  of  a  didactic  nature. 
Any  one  who  tries  to  follow  the  work  of  the  hospital  will  see,  how- 
ever, that  the  greatest  effort  goes  in  the  direction  of  laying  foun- 
dations. There  is  no  branch  of  medicine  so  little  prepared  to 
make  use  of  all  the  new  methods  of  investigation  as  psychiatry. 
When  bacteriology  began  to  grow,  the  clinical  and  anatomical 
knowledge  of  consumption  was  ready  for  the  tubercle-bacillus, 
erysipelas  for  the  strepto-coccus,  typhoid  fever  for  the  typhoid 
bacillus,  malaria  for  the  plasmodium,  etc.  But  is  the  hospital  for 
the  insane,  with  its  "  acute  and  chronic  manias  and  melancholias," 
ready  for  the  psychological  laboratory  ?  Here  the  leap  from  ordi- 
nary hospital  habits  into  scientific  work  is  more  difficult,  because 
the  safe  clinical  foundation  is  lacking,  and,  owing  to  the  slow 
course  of  the  diseases,  difficult  to  establish.  That  short  cuts  can- 
not be  made  in  this  direction  is  demonstrated  over  and  over  again 
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by  the  failures  of  all  attempts  which  disregard  the  clinical  founda- 
tions. 

The  following  contributions  have  come  from  the  hospital  this 
year :  the  articles  on  mania,  melancholia,  monomania,  moral  in- 
sanity, paranoia,  periodicity,  psychoses,  for  Prof.  M.  Baldwin's 
"  Dictionary  of  Psychology"  (in  press).  Other  studies  ready  for 
the  press  are  :  the  report  on  eight  cases  who  died  with  a  peculiar 
symptom-complex,  and  findings  in  the  autopsy  which  led  to  the 
establishment  of  a  very  interesting  pathological  complex,  provi- 
sionally called  "  central  neur^itis ;  "  further  descriptions  of  a  tumor 
of  the  hypophysis  in  acromegaly,  with  new  formation  of  ganglion 
cells ;  and  of  an  instance  of  a  metastatic  tumor  of  the  thyroid,  and 
several  other  observations  in  the  field  of  tumors.  A  number  of 
other  studies  have  been  considerably  advanced.  The  collection  of 
serial  sections  of  normal  and  pathological  brains  and  of  the  results 
of  autopsy  studies  has  been  increased  considerably. 

During  the  coming  year  special  attention  will  be  devoted  to  the 
question  of  the  usefulness  of  various  methods  of  examination  which 
have  been  introduced  into  general  medicine  of  late  years ;  to  the 
determination  of  the  bearing  of  studies  of  the  blood  and  the  se- 
cretions, etc. ;  and  to  a  careful  investigation  of  the  experience 
obtained  by  the  respective  specialists  using  these  methods  outside 
of  the  field  of  psychiatry. 

At  the  Taunton  Hospital  the  acute  cases  for  the  most  part 
have  been  gathered  into  an  open  ward  in  each  of  the  infirma- 
ries. The  superintendent  thinks  the  experience  of  the  year 
has  shown  that  even  excitable  cases  can  be  cared  for  better 
on  an  open  ward,  under  the  constant  observation  of  the 
nurses,  than  in  rooms  by  themselves. 

The  pathological  department  has  been  conducted  as  here- 
tofore. Seventeen  autopsies  have  been  made.  Frequent 
cultures  have  been  taken  with  the  aid  of  a  newly  acquired 
outfit  for  bacteriological  work.  Each  member  of  the  medi- 
cal staff  has  spent  several  weeks  in  the  laboratory,  coming 
into  closer  touch  with  its  work.  Daily  staff  meetings  have 
been  held  during  the  year.  Greater  prominence  has  been 
given  to  the  clinical  examination  of  patients.  It  has  been 
found  impossible,  with  the  limited  number  of  assistant  physi- 
cians, to  thoroughly  study  each  of  the  large  number  of 
patients  admitted,  so  that  it  has  been  necessary  to  give  each 
such  investigation  as  was  required  for  intelligent  treatment, 
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and  to  devote  special  study  to  a  selected  number,  the  selec- 
tion being  made  from  recent  cases  with  a  satisfactory  previous 
history  and  likelihood  of  remaining  under  observation  for  a 
considerable  time,  either  in  the  hospital  or  withiu  accessible 
distance.  An  effort  is  being  made  to  follow  the  history  of 
patients  after  their  discharge  from  the  hospital. 

At  the  Northampton  Hospital  the  chief  aim  of  treatment 
has  been  the  removal  of  causes  of  disease,  the  withdrawal  of 
patients  from  unfavorable  environnfient  and  the  improvement 
of  their  general  nutrition.  The  means  have  been  rest,  nutri- 
ment, tonics  and  diversion  by  occupation  and  amusement. 
The  use  of  hypnotics  has  been  rare.  Fifty-eight  patients 
have  been  treated  by  the  wet  pack,  with  benefit  in  all  but 
two.  Quiet  and  sleep  have  followed  its  use  in  acutely  ma- 
niacal conditions,  improved  physical  health  in  depressed  and 
chronic  cases. 

All  the  pathological  work  has  been  done  by  the  regular 
stafl?".  Eight  autopsies  have  been  performed.  In  addition 
to  the  systematic  chemical  and  microscopic  examinations  of 
the  blood  and  excretions  of  patients  admitted,  about  five 
hundred  have  been  made  of  the  blood  in  typhoid  and  ma- 
larial fever  cases. 

The  superintendent  believes  that  such  practical  work,  with 
more  careful  observation  of  patients  and  better  records,  com- 
prises what  the  average  hospital  can  reasonably  hope  to  do 
at  present  in  the  line  of  pathological  and  laboratory  work, 
and  that  the  advanced  study  of  psychological  questions, 
which  is  complementary  to  the  regular  clinical  work,  should 
be  carried  on  thoroughly  at  some  one  place  in  the  State. 

At  the  Danvers  Hospital  several  important  surgical  opera- 
tions have  been  performed  by  the  medical  stafi*,  with  the  aid 
of  consulting  surgeons,  with  gratifying  results  in  nearly  every 
instance.  The  superintendent  thinks  that  such  work,  espe- 
cially in  the  line  of  gynaecology,  should  receive  attention  in 
our  institutions  in  every  case  where  indicated  and  admis- 
sible, inasmuch  as  it  not  infrequently  means  saving  of  life 
as  well  as  mental  improvement  or  recovery.  He  makes  a 
plea  for  better  facilities  for  its  performance.  Although  we 
do  not  approve  of  a  detached  building  for  this  purpose,  as 
he  recommends,  but  prefer  adequate  provision  in  connection 
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with  a  hospital  ward  or  infirmary  building,  yet  we  are  heart- 
ily in  sympathy  with  the  general  proposition. 

The  necessities  of  ward  work  have  required  a  considerable 
part  of  the  time  of  the  pathologist,  his  special  line  of  inves- 
tigation having  been  thus  interrupted.  Nevertheless,  sev- 
enty-one post-mortem  examinations  have  been  made,  —  a 
larger  number  than  in  any  previous  year.  The  brain  and 
other  organs  likely  to  present  interesting  conditions  have 
been  examined  microscopically  as  a  matter  of  routine.  The 
pathological  department  is  conducted  in  close  relation  to  the 
clinical  work,  and  contributes  much  to  greater  accuracy  in 
the  diagnosis  of  disease. 

The  blood  vessels  in  the  brains  of  patients  dying  of  certain 
forms  of  disease  have  been  the  subject  of  special  investiga- 
tion during  the  year.  All  the  records  of  post-mortem  exam- 
inations since  the  hospital  was  opened  have  been  indexed. 
Reports  of  three  cases  of  general  paralysis  in  young  women 
have  been  published  by  the  pathologist  in  the  '<  American 
Journal  of  Insanity,"  and  a  report  of  a  case  of  patent  fora- 
mem  ovale  in  advanced  life  in  the  Boston  "Medical  and 
Surgical  Journal." 

The  Westborough  Hospital  is  fortunate  in  having  the  Tal- 
bot building,  to  which  it  may  withdraw  its  quiet  acute  cases 
from  the  chronic  patients  in  the  main  hospital.  Such  sepa- 
ration and  environment  are  exceedingly  beneficial.  Much 
stress  is  laid  upon  the  rest  treatment,  massage,  electricity 
and  hydro-therapeutics. 

The  pathological  laboratory  is  under  the  direction  of  a 
special  pathologist.  Thirteen  autopsies  have  been  per- 
formed during  the  year.  The  brain  and  other  organs  have 
been  examined  microscopically  whenever  possible.  Patho- 
logical specimens  are  being  preserved,  forming  the  nucleus 
of  a  future  museum.  Many  examinations  of  the  blood,  urine, 
sputa,  etc.,  have  been  made.  This  department  assumes  more 
clinical  importance. 

At  the  Hospital  for  Epileptics  medicines  are  administered 
rather  sparingly,  other  means  of  treatment  seeming  more 
eflicient.  Regularity  of  life,  diet,  sleep,  work,  baths,  mas- 
sage and  electricity  have  been  the  main  reliance. 

At  the  Hospital  for  Dipsomaniacs  and  Inebriates  most  of 
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the  patients  on  admission  require  medical  attention.  Many 
of  them  are  on  the  verge  of  delirium  tremens,  or  actually 
suflferiog  therefrom.  Much  acute  disturbance  of  the  diges- 
tive organs,  sleeplessness  and  general  physical  debility  exist. 
Subsequent  to  the  relief  of  acute  symptoms,  the  main  ob- 
ject of  treatment  is  the  restoration  of  bodily  vigor  by  phys- 
ical training,  hydro-therapeutics  and  appropriate  medicinal 
measures 

Training  Schools  for  JSFurses. 

The  need  of  better  trained  nurses  is  felt  in  all  the  institu- 
tions. Training  schools  for  their  systematic  instruction  have 
been  established  for  some  years  in  the  Danvers,  Taunton, 
Northampton  and  Westborough  hospitals,  and  in  the  State 
Hospital  at  Tewksbury.  Duriag  the  past  year  others  have 
been  formed  at  the  Boston  Insane  Hospital  and  the  Hospital 
for  Epileptics.  The  superintendent  of  the  Worcester  Hos- 
pital contemplates  the  formation  of  one  as  soon  as  a  nurses' 
home  can  be  erected. 

At  the  Worcester  Asylum  special  lectures  have  been  given 
to  the  nurses,  as  in  former  years.  By  an  arrangement  with 
the  Worcester  City  Hospital,  a  few  of  them  have  been 
afforded  the  opportunity  of  pursuing  there  a  course  of  in- 
struction in  general  nursing. 

The  other  institutions  provide  some  special  instruction  to 
their  nurses,  and  are  looking  forward  to  the  formation  of 
training  schools  as  soon  as  feasible. 

Occupation  of  Patients. 

In  all  of  the  institutions  the  patients  have  been,  as  usual, 
of  much  assistance  in  the  ward  and  general  housework,  as 
well  as  in  the  laundry  and  other  departments.  Commend- 
able progress  has  been  made  in  occupying  and  developing 
them  in  other  kinds  of  employment. 

The  superintendent  of  the  Worcester  Hospital  gives  an 
interesting  illustration  of  what  may  be  accomplished  by 
demented  patients  :  — 

During  the  spring  and  summer  a  large  number  of  male  patients 
were  employed  in  clearing  up  the  land  in  the  rear  of  the  hospital. 
They  were  selected  from  the  more  demented  class  on  the  wards, 
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and,  although  an  unpromising  lot  at  first,  as  far  as  their  ability  to 
do  intelligent  work  went,  and  difficult  to  direct,  they  built  during 
the  season  nearly  half  a  mile  of  macadamized  road  (digging  out 
and  breaking  up  the  stone  therefor),  and  cleared  and  graded  some 
four  acres  of  land.  As  we  now  have  an  abundance  of  such  em- 
ployment available,  it  is  our  purpose  during  the  coming  season  to 
select  some  competent  person,  and  make  it  his  special  duty  to  get 
out  patients  from  the  wards,  and  instruct  and  direct  them  in  this 
work.  We  also  hope  to  be  able  in  the  near  future  to  build  a  rough 
and  inexpensive  building  near  our  stone  quarry,  in  which  the  work 
of  breaking  stone  can  be  carried  on  through  the  winter. 

At  the  Taunton  Hospital  about  sixty  per  cent,  of  all  the 
patients  have  been  occupied  in  some  useful  way.  More  and 
better  work  has  been  done  by  them  in  the  industrial  build- 
inof.  All  of  the  boots  and  shoes  and  most  of  the  clothinaf 
for  both  men  and  women  patients  have  been  thus  manu- 
factured. 

At  the  Northampton  Hospital  patients  have  been  of  much 
s'ervice  in  the  construction  of  the  new  horse  stable.  With 
the  exception  of  a  few  masons,  it  has  not  been  necessary  to 
employ  outside  help.  AH  of  the  excavating  for  the  cellar, 
much  of  the  framing,  all  of  the  mixing  mortar,  tending 
masons  and  carrying  materials  to  other  workmen  have  been 
done  by  them.  The  superintendent  reports  that  the  patients 
are  eager  to  do  this  work,  and  have  been  much  improved 
mentally. 

At  the  Westborough  Hospital  fifty-five  per  cent,  of  the 
men  and  forty-one  per  cent,  of  the  women  patients  have 
done  some  useful  kind  of  work.  A  large  amount  of  sradinff 
and  road  building  has  been  accomplished  by  them. 

At  the  Worcester  Asylum  a  tailoring  department  has 
been  established.  It  is  under  the  direction  of  an  experi- 
enced tailor,  whose  only  helpers  are  men  patients.  Many 
of  the  latter  have  declined  to  work  heretofore,  but  have 
been  thus  interested  and  induced  to  busy  themselves.  The 
superintendent  believes  that  other  patients  who  have  been 
considered  incorrigible  in  the  matter  of  work  can  be  per- 
suaded to  do  likewise. 

At  the  Medfield  Asylum  tailoring  and  mattress  making 
have  been  done  by  patients  in  a  room  recently  provided  for 
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that  purpose.  The  superintendent  thinks  that  the  reduc- 
tion in  the  cost  of  support  was  due  in  part  to  the  successful 
working  of  the  new  industrial  departments,  and  that  the 
condition  of  the  patients  has  been  improved  and  their  happi- 
ness and  contentment  promoted.  It  is  interesting  to  note 
tiie  employment  of  excited  and  disturbed  patients  under 
suitable  attendants  in  the  grading  of  new  filtration  areas  for 
sewerage  purposes  for  this  asylum. 

At  the  Asylum  for  Insane  Criminals  a  large  number  of 
patients  have  been  employed  as  heretofore  in  the  chair  shop. 

At  the  State  Hospital  at  Tewksbury  a  large  part  of  the 
farm  work  is  done  by  the  insane  men. 

At  the  Hospital  for  Epileptics  fifteen  patients  have  been 
employed  in  the  industrial  room  in  tailoring,  shoemaking, 
printing,  repairing  furniture  and  the  like.  Much  grading 
and  road  building  about  the  institution  have  been  done  by 
them. 

At  the  School  for  the  Feeble-minded  about  twenty  acres 
of  land  have  been  tilled  by  the  boys  and  one  employee.  At 
the  Terapleton  colony,  connected  with  this  institution,  about 
fifty  boys  have  been  at  work  constantly  during  the  summer, 
farming,  excavating  and  doing  other  work  in  the  construc- 
tion of  new  cottages. 

At  the  Hospital  for  Dipsomaniacs  and  Inebriates  suitable 
occupation  is  required  of  each  patient,  according  to  his  con- 
dition, as  a  part  of  the  remedial  treatment.  The  greatest 
benefit  is  obtained  from  out-door  work,  and  a  majority  of 
the  men  labor  upon  the  farm  or  grounds  for  five  hours  of  the 
day.  Exercise  in  the  gymnasium  for  an  additional  hour  is 
y)rescribed.  Patients  who  cannot  be  trusted  on  parole,  work 
an  equal  length  of  time  in  the  broom  shop. 

Structural  Additions  and  Improvements. 

The  usual  repairs  and  minor  improvements  have  been 
made  at  all  of  the  institutions. 

At  the  Worcester  Hospital  the  chapel  wing  extension, 
which  was  begun  last  year,  has  been  nearly  completed,  and 
will  be  ready  for  occupancy  early  next  spring.  It  is  one 
hundred  and  eight  feet  long  by  forty-eight  feet  wide  and 
three  stories  high,  built  of  stone  from  the  quarry  belonging 
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to  the  institution.  On  the  first  floor  will  be  dining  and 
sitting  rooms  for  the  help ;  on  the  second  floor,  similar 
rooms  for  women  nurses.  At  the  end  of  the  building  on 
each  of  the  three  main  floors  will  be  a  room  forty-three  by 
twenty-four  feet,  that  on  the  first  floor  being  intended  for  a 
sewing-room  and  connected  b}^  a  covered  way  with  the 
laundry,  those  on  the  second  and  third  floors  for  work  rooms 
for  the  patients. 

The  attic  will  be  finished  into  living  rooms  for  the  general 
employees.  The  basement  is  entirely  above  ground,  and 
having  direct  communication  with  the  kitchen  will  provide 
a  passageway  for  the  delivery  of  food  and  supplies  to  the 
wards.  The  remaining  space  will  provide  store  rooms  for 
the  matron  and  steward. 

At  the  Taunton  Hospital  a  small  cottage  at  the  Briggs' 
farm  has  been  renovated  for  the  occupancy  of  patients  and 
a  good-sized  hennery  built. 

At  the  Northampton  Hospital  the  interior  of  the  adminis- 
tration building  has  been  completed,  and  a  new  and  roomy 
horse  stable  erected. 

At  the  Danvers  Hospital  five  new  boilers  of  the  horizontal 
tubular  type,  of  one  hundred  and  eighteen  horse-power  each, 
have  been  put  in  to  replace  the  eight  old  boilers.  An  addi- 
tion was  made  to  the  boiler  house  for  a  dynamo  room.  An 
electric  lighting  system  has  been  installed  and  is  now  in 
operation  throughout  the  institution.  This  work  was  begun 
last  year. 

A  detached  laundry  building  is  being  constructed  of 
brick.  It  is  one  hundred  feet  long  by  forty  feet  wide,  with 
a  projection  from  the  centre  of  one  side  sixty  feet  long  by 
forty  feet  wide.  It  is  one  story  in  height,  and  has  a  base- 
ment through  which  clothing  is  delivered  from  the  main 
hospital. 

At  the  Boston  Insane  Hospital  electric  plants  have  been 
installed  at  the  Austin  and  Pierce  farms,  thus  abolishing  the 
use  of  gasoline  for  lighting  purposes  throughout  the  institu- 
tion. Further  precaution  against  fire  has  been  taken  by  the 
addition  of  new  fire-escapes  and  an  improved  water  service. 

At  the  Worcester  Asylum  a  congregate  dining  room  for 
about  one  hundred  and  fifty  male  patients  has  been  finished 
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off  in  one  of  the  basements,  which  is  above  ground.  A 
similar  room  for  women  is  being  constructed.  The  space 
now  occupied  by  the  former  ward  dining  rooms  will  add 
about  thirty  beds  to  the  capacity  of  the  asylum.  The  elec- 
tric plant  has  been  completed,  and  now  furnishes  light  and 
power  for  the  institution. 

At  the  Asylum  for  Insane  Criminals  the  new  wing  is 
nearly  ready  for  patients.  It  is  built  of  brick,  four  stories 
high,  and  two  hundred  and  thirty-six  feet  long  by  thirty-six 
feet  wide.  It  provides  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  single 
rooms  and  four  pleasant  day  rooms.  One  of  the  latter  will 
be  used  for  a  hospital  ward.  A  kitchen  for  the  exclusive 
use  of  the  asylum  is  being  erected. 

At  the  Hospital  for  Dipsomaniacs  and  Inebriates  the  new 
gymnasium  building  has  been  completed  and  occupied.  It 
is  constructed  of  brick,  and  consists  of  a  main  part  sixty  feet 
long  by  forty-five  feet  wide,  with  a  rear  extension  forty-seven 
by  thirty-nine  feet.  The  former  will  provide  a  hall  for  the 
chapel  services  and  gymnastic  exercises.  The  latter  contains 
a  very  complete  arrangement  of  baths,  according  to  the 
Baruch  system  of  hydro-therapeutics. 

At  the  Hospital  for  Epileptics  four  new  buildings  for 
patients  and  another  for  a  kitchen  and  congregate  dining 
room  are  being  erected,  in  addition  to  an  extension  of  the 
boiler  house,  all  being  constructed  of  brick.  These  are 
separated  at  some  distance  from  each  other,  and  located  on 
the  hillside  just  above  the  original  buildings.  They  are 
heated  and  lighted  from  the  central  plants. 

The  infirmary  will  accommodate  twenty  patients  of  each 
sex  of  the  sick  and  bedridden  class.  A  special  diet  kitchen, 
dispensary,  laboratory,  operating  room,  system  of  hydro- 
therapeutics  and  mortuary  will  be  provided  for  therein.  The 
two  infirmary  cottages  are  alike,  one  being  designed  for 
thirty  women  and  the  other  for  an  equal  number  of  men  of 
the  feeble,  aged  and  crippled  class.  Twenty  of  the  more 
appreciative  women  epileptics  will  occupy  the  cottage  which 
is  the  beginning  of  a  group  for  sane  epileptics.  The  dining 
room  and  kitchen  building  is  one  hundred  feet  long  by  fifty 
feet  wide  and  two  stories  high.  It  will  provide  for  those 
patients  whose  physical  and  mental  condition  will  allow  them 
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to  go  to  a  common  dining  room  for  their  meals.  The  upper 
story  will  be  used  temporarily  for  an  entertainment  hall  and 
work  shop. 

Two  new  horizontal  tubular  boilers,  of  one  hundred  and 
twenty-five  horse-power  each,  have  been  set  in  the  boiler 
house  extension,  and  space  has  been  allowed  for  four  addi- 
tional ones  when  needed. 

The  hospital  has  acquired  the  stone  quarry  adjoining  the 
hospital  farm  and  accessible  to  future  building  sites. 

At  the  School  for  the  Feeble-minded  the  superintendent 
thus  describes  the  progress  of  the  work  on  the  Templeton 
estate :  — 

The  development  of  our  farm  colony  at  Templeton  has  steadily 
progressed,  in  accordance  with  the  plan  outlined  in  the  last  annual 
report.  Early  in  October  a  man  was  employed  to  live  in  one  of 
the  houses  and  have  general  care  and  oversight  of  the  property. 
This  man  was  kept  busy  through  the  winter  teaming  sand,  lumber 
and  brick,  hauling  firewood  and  storing  ice  for  summer  use.  The 
place  was  thoroughly  equipped  with  horses,  carts,  wagons  and 
farming  tools. 

During  the  winter  and  spring  four  of  the  old  farm  houses  were 
put  in  good  repair ;  they  were  newly  shingled  and  clapboarded, 
new  sills  and  windows  were  put  in,  the  old  plastering  was  taken 
out  where  necessary  and  some  of  the  chimneys  were  rebuilt.  At 
two  of  these  farm  houses  the  ells  have  been  remodelled  to  make 
dining  and  sitting  rooms  for  the  boys,  and  convenient  kitchens  and 
pantries  have  been  arranged.  In  the  rear  of  each  of  these  two 
houses  we  have  begun  the  construction  of  a  group  of  two  dormi- 
tory buildings.  These  detached  dormitories  are  each  twenty  by 
fifty  feet,  one  story,  built  of  wood,  wire  lathed  and  plastered  inside, 
with  large  open  fireplaces.  The  foundations  are  of  field  stone  taken 
from  near-by  stone  walls.  Nearly  all  of  the  lumber  for  these 
buildings  was  cut  and  sawed  in  the  town  of  Templeton.  Each 
dormitory  will  provide  sleeping  rooms  for  twenty-five  boys,  rooms 
for  attendants  and  clotliing  rooms.  The  two  groups  of  buildings 
will  make  comfortable  provision  for  one  hundred  inmates,  with  the 
necessary  oflflcers  and  attendants.  The  dormitories  at  the  farm 
house  group  will  be  ready  for  use  within  a  few  weeks ;  the  two  at 
Eliot  hill  will  probably  be  completed  before  cold  weather. 

The  laundry  building,  twenty-four  by  fifty  feet,  of  similar  con- 
struction, is  already  shingled  and  clapboarded,  and  will  be  ready 
for  use  as  soon  as  needed. 
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We  have  also  nearly  completed  a  small  new  cottage,  to  be  occu- 
pied by  the  farmer. 

Four  large  new  wells  have  been  dug,  one  at  each  of  the  above- 
mentioned  houses.  These  wells  have  an  abundance  of  excellent 
water,  and  will  probably  supply  all  the  water  we  need  for  domestic 
and  laundry  purposes  for  the  first  one  hundred  inmates. 

At  one  of  the  farm  houses  temporary  sheds  were  erected  in  the 
rear  for  dining  room,  bath  room,  clothes  room,  etc.  ;  and  to  this 
camp  on  May  24  were  transferred  twenty-nine  of  our  best  workers 
from  the  school  at  Waltham,  in  charge  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hedman 
and  several  attendants.  A  few  weeks  later  eighteen  more  boys 
were  transferred.  These  boys  have  been  at  work  all  summer, 
excavating  cellars,  digging  trenches,  hauling  stone  and  sand,  and 
doing  other  work  connected  with  the  construction  of  the  new  build- 
ings. It  would  have  been  very  diflEicult  to  find  men  at  Templeton 
to  do  this  kind  of  work.  They  have  also  done  some  work  on  the 
farm.  They  have  picked  and  shipped  to  the  school  at  Waltham 
over  one  thousand  boxes  of  berries.  About  four  hundred  bushels 
of  potatoes  and  five  hundred  barrels  of  apples  will  be  sent  to 
Waltham  this  fall.

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Private  Institutions. 
The  McLean  Hospital. 

This  is  a  private,  corporate  institutioD,  a  branch  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital.  All  its  patients  are  sup- 
ported from  private  resources  or  funds  of  the  corporation. 
Although  the  rate  of  maintenance  is  necessarily  high,  owing 
to  the  class  of  patients  and  the  thorough  and  advanced  meth- 
ods of  treatment,  a  considerable  number  are  received  at  a  rate 
of  board  varying  from  $7  to  $10  per  week,  and  some  without 
charge. 

So  far  as  possible,  preference  is  given  to  acute  cases. 
Many  are  received  for  a  short  period  of  observation,  until 
the  nature  and  course  of  disease  can  be  determined.  If  the 
prognosis  is  found  to  be  unfavorable,  transfer  is  often  made 
to  other  institutions.  Such  selection  and  disposition  of 
patients  account  for  the  relatively  large  number  of  annual 
admissions,  which  constitute  85.88  per  cent,  of  the  average 
daily  number  of  patients  in  the  house,  in  comparison  with 
the  analagous  percentage  of  49.73  in  our  public  hospitals, 
and  also  for  the  greater  proportion  of  curable  cases  at  a 
stated  time,  —  23.75  per  cent.,  to  6.97  per  cent,  in  our  pub- 
lic hospitals. 

The  houses  are  so  located  and  their  interior  arrangements 
such  that  the  acute  cases  are  practically  separated  from  asso- 
ciation with  the  chronic;  thus,  conditions  here  are  most 
favorable  to  the  hospital  spirit  and  method. 

For  some  years  the  superintendent  has  been  steadily 
maturing  a  comprehensive  plan  for  the  study  of  mental  affec- 
tions, according  to  the  most  enlightened  standards  of  mod- 
ern medicine.  Encouraging  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
clinical  definition  of  certain  symptom-groups,  and  in  tracing 
these  in  their  relation  to  underlying  structural  disease  proc- 
esses, as  revealed  after  death.  It  remains  to  determine  the 
chemical  changes  involved  during  the  life  of  the  patient.  To 
this  end  an  expert  chemist  has  been  added  to  the  corps  of 
laboratory  workers.  His  first  efforts  will  be  directed  to  the 
determination  of  the  results  of  tissue  change,  or  metabolism, 
of  the  living  body  in  individual  patients,  representing  cer- 
tain mental  types  and  physical  states  under  given  conditions 
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of  diet,  treatment  and  environment.  The  confident  hope  is 
entertained  that  important  contributions  will  thus  be  made 
to  the  prevention  and  treatment  of  insanity. 

The  training  school  for  nurses  continues  to  maintain  its 
high  grade  of  instruction  and  efficiency.

City  and  Town  Almshouses. 
The  duty  of  inspecting  and  reporting  upon  the  condition 
and  management  of  city  and  town  almshouses,  as  pauper  in- 
stitutions, devolves  upon  the  State  Board  of  Charity  by  act 
of  the  Legislature  of  1900,  chapter  215,  namely  :  — 
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The  state  board  of  charity  shall  visit  and  inspect  all  almshouses 
maintained  by  the  several  cities  and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  shall  report  annually  upon  their  condition  and  management, 
with  such  suggestions  and  recommendations  as  the  board  may  deem 
expedient. 

However,  the  insane  and  feeble-minded  inmates  of  such 
almshouses  or  of  any  receptacle  for  such  are  under  the  gen- 
eral supervision  of  this  Board,  according  to  section  9,  chap- 
ter 433  of  the  Acts  of  1898,  namely  :  — 

The  board  shall  have  general  supervision  over  the  state  hospitals 
and  asylums  for  the  insane,  and  all  other  institutions  and  recep- 
tacles for  insane  or  feeble-minded  patients,  either  public  or  pri- 
vate. .   .   . 

Furthermore,  the  Board,  as  commissioners  of  insanity, 
have  authority  to  investigate  the  question  of  the  insanity  and 
condition  of  any  person  restrained  of  his  liberty  by  reason 
of  alleged  insanity  in  any  place  within  the  Commonwealth, 
according  to  section  13  of  the  same  act,  namely :  — 

The  board  shall  act  as  commissioners  of  insanity,  with  power  to 
investigate  the  question  of  the  insanity  and  condition  of  any  person 
committed  to  any  hospital  or  asylum  for  the  insane,  public  or  pri- 
vate, or  restrained  of  his  liberty  by  reason  of  alleged  insanity  at 
any  place  within  the  Commonwealth,  and  shall  discharge  any  per- 
son so  committed  or  restrained  if  in  its  opinion  such  person  is  not 
insane  or  can  be  cared  for  after  such  discharge  without  danger  to 
others  and  with  benefit  to  himself. 

Finally,  whenever  the  Board  has  reason  to  believe  that 
any  insane  or  other  person  is  deprived  of  suitable  treatment, 
it  may  make  application  for  the  commitment  of  such  person 
to  some  institution  under  its  supervision,  according  to  sec- 
tion 14  of  the  same  act,  namely  :  — 

.  .  .  When  it  [the  state  board  of  insanity]  has  reason  to  believe 
that  any  insane  or  other  person  is  deprived  of  suitable  treatment  it 
may  make  application  for  the  commitment  of  such  person  to  some 
institution  under  its  supervision,  according  to  the  provisions  of 
law.   ... 

In  compliance  with  such  requirements,  an  agent  of  the 
Board  has  visited  each  city  and  town  almshouse  and  private 
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family  where  insane  or  feeble-minded  persons  have  been 
located  in  the  care  of  city  and  town  authorities.  Such  alms- 
houses number  213,  and  such  private  families  40.  There 
have  been  253  such  visits  of  inspection  made  during  the  year. 
Upon  the  different  dates  of  visitation,  806  insane  and  505 
feeble-minded  persons  were  found  in  almshouses,  39  insane 
and  45  feeble-minded  in  private  families.  A  more  complete 
enumeration  and  classification  will  be  found  in  the  annexed 
tables. 

Acting  upon  the  advice  of  the  Board,  town  authorities 
have  committed  during  the  year  one  feeble-minded  boy  from 
a  private  family  to  the  School  for  the  Feeble-minded,  and 
one  insane  man  from  an  almshouse  to  an  insane  hospital. 
One  other  insane  man  was  committed  from  a  private  family 
without  co-operation  of  the  town  authorities.  Eight  other 
cases  are  now  under  consideration  for  commitment  to  insti- 
tutions. 

Action  in  these  cases  has  been  taken  or  instituted  on  the 
ground  that  they  were  not  receiving  suitable  treatment.  The 
Board  considers  that  any  insane  or  feeble  minded  person 
whose  condition  requires  seclusion  in  a  room,  or  mechanical 
restraint,  or  whose  habits  are  so  filthy  that  he  cannot  be  kept 
clean,  cannot  properly  be  cared  for  in  an  ordinary  almshouse 
or  private  family.  The  conditions  which  necessitate  such 
treatment  tend  to  become  confirmed  or  aggravated  under  such 
circumstances,  whereas  in  an  institution  they  would  be  re- 
lieved or  entirely  removed  by  appropriate  measures.
